Bang, Bang! Will Resound Over ths 
Farm as Qse-haw Onoe Did. 
In places where Irrigating is carried 
on extensively, says the booklet "'In- 
crease the Crop," got out by the 
Penusylvania railroad, the ground 
sometimes becomes so saturated that 
tho water level rises close to tbe sur 
face.
